1. That the houfes or places in which the work is to be 
carried on be entered at the office of Excife, as direéted by 
the feveral laws made in that behalf. 

Il ‘That every (till to be licenfed be gauged by the fuper- 
vifor of the diftriét, and officer of the divifion within which 
it is to be ereéted. 

III. ‘That a rateable proportion of the duties impofed by 
the at, be paid to the cathier of Excife, or colleétor of the 
bounds, for the weeks and days to run from the tenth day 
after the date of the licenfe, to the fifth day of September 
next. 

IV. That ‘every perfon propofed to be licenfed, thall take 
and fubfcribe an oath before one or more of the Commif- 
fioners of Excife, or the Juftices of the Peace of the county 
in which fach perfon refides, (which oath the Commiffion.
